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animal that has been exposed to and is susceptible to any such 
contagious or infectious disease, shall be punished as first pro-
vided in this section.; except that the ownership of tubercular 
cattle to be used on quarantine premises, as provided in section 
1492ab-1, may be transferred to the owner of such quarantine 
premises by action of the state live stock sanitary board, at a reg-
ular meeting of such board, upon joint application of the owner 
of the cattle and the owner of such quarantine premises. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage and publication.
